He clsims to beas earnest a rad-
icsl and republican as ever, and s credited
with the hope that, the home rale question
settled, be will be able to serve again in the
united Libera! Cabinet.

But however this may be, the services of
the “King of Birmingham'* are net avsils-
ble at this junctare, and the same must be
said regarding Sir Henry James, who served
as Attorney General in the twe long Glad-
stone administrations, his total serviee as
ehief law adviser of the Ministrr extend-
ing over ten years. Few lawrers have held

this position =0 long, the office carrying
with it the right of first refusal of the Lord
Chaacellorship. It so happesed that neo
Lord Chaneellor made way for Sir Henry
until 1886, when he declined to necept the
offiee with its $60,000 s year and life pen-
sion, beeanse of his eonscientions o i

1o home rule, Sir Henry is an able lawyer,
and was the framer ot 3: corrupt practices
act, believed to be the most stringent elee-
tion regulating measare ever passed bra
legislative assembly.

Another conspicuous Liberal who has
served through two of  Gladstone's
mivistries, and who in 1574 sucoeeded that
statesman as leader of the Liberal party in
the Commons, will be & vigorous oppounent,
insteadl of a member ot the new Cabinet.
This is the Duke of Devonshire, better
koown to the world as the Marquis of Hart-
ington, unler which title be sat as a
Commoner for a large number of years. The
Duke is a forcible, although heavy speaker,
and be represents the rapidly dying ous
Whig element in England. He made an ex-
cellent Secretary for India, snd was still
more successiul at the head of the War
Office, but he is not likely to ever serve
sgain in sn uclntinli Liberal Cabinet,
though he is generally locked upon as the
best avsilable Premier for the coalition
Ministry which may be formed in the event
of home rule being defeated by the present
Parliament.

A Statesman Out of & Joh.

Another Liberal of marked ability, but
more than doubtful sincerity, will be con-
spicuous by his sbseace from the new Cabi-
net.  This is Mr. Goschen, one of the ablest
backers and financiers in Eu He de-
clined to join the Gladstone Cabinet of 1880,
b #e he objected to the plank of the
party which promised the extemsion of
the suffrage to the countiex But
during the life ”luw ndminim:unn
he gave it very and al-

did not vote agaiost it, snd it was not until
the home rule difficuity arose thai he be.
came sn sctusl secessionist. Rinoe 1888 he
has assoeiated Iy with the Tories,
and has been Balisbury’s Chancellor of the
Exchequer for over four years. Now, how-
ever, he finds himself out of & joband in »
rather unpleassnt position. His old allies,
the Liberals, despise him, while his more
recently formed Iriends, having made use
ot him for thelr own ends, are now prepared
to let him go. Thus & statesman and a
scholar takes & back seat and is likely to be
lost sight of altogether.

The maanks of the Cabinet possibilities
have been further thinned by desth, Earl
Granville, the faithtul Gladstonean leader
in the Lords, and the peiostaking it not
very brillinat Fore Secretary during
two administrations, having died while in
opposition. His place at the head of th:
Foreign Office and the Ministerial party in
the Lords is to be filled by & peer of an en-
tirely different type, Roseberry, who
was Foreign Secretary fora few months in
1886, baving been again “‘slated” for the po-
sition.

Mct. John will be tbe Secretary

With so many leading Liberals out of the
race there is practieally no one to dispute
with Harcourt and Morley for the Liberal
Jeadership after Gladstone, whose friends
are saxives that be will not sax his strength
by leading except in the home rule debates,
The contest between the lawyer and the
editor for supremacy has been an interest-
ing one, and the tormer has won, as aiready
hinted, more on sccount of his aggressive-
pess than his ability, for John Morley is
one of the brightest scholars of the day. He
is » vigorous free trader, and his *“Life of
Cobden” is one of the best works of biog-
raphy snd political economy combined that
hax been published. His eonstitnents at
Newcastle resent hiz free trade teachings,
and threaten to defeat him when he wstands
tor re-election. He will have another seat
provided for him, for his debating talent
will be serely needed in the new Parlia-

ment
The Return of a Wanderer, -
Sir George Trevelyan is named as the
robable First Lord of the Admiralty. Sir
E-enrge is the champion electoral reformer
of the day, and he advocated an extension
of the franchise long before it was praeti-
eable to introduce such & mensure. Strange
to say he followed Chamberlain out ot the
Cabinet in 1886 and assisted that gentle-
man to defeat the home rule bill; but his
secession was brief, and he came back to
the Giadstoneans fully convinced of his
error. He is one of the ablest of the new
Cabinet Ministers and will be a leader in
some of the most scrimonious debates
C;nlgbcll-&nnoman, who is the nominee
for the SBeotch Secretaryship, isa younger
worker, but & coming man, and cne who
believes in home rule for Scotland as well

as Ireland. \

Henry Labouchere, the brilliant epi-
grammatist, will be a member of the
ministry, h nls persistent attacks on

the roval family make it doubtful whether
he will be in the Cabinet, “Truthful
Tommy," as the editor of Truth s known in
newspaper carcles, has in past years treated
politics rather as & good joke than anyth
else, and he has burlesqued politicians o
every grade without merey. During the
Salisbury administration, however, he
dro; the role of candid eritic and he has
devedoped into a serions politician of con-
splemous ability. In debate he is caustie
as well as logieal, and his zeal for what is
called *‘rabid republicanism® in England is
notorious, He isa vigorous Home Ruler,
and would make a most acoeptable Irish
Seeretary, though he is now slated for the
Postmaster Generalship.

Herbert Gladstone, tie only one of the
new Premier's sons who has exhibited tal.
ents of his father's order, will be Financial
Secretary of the Treasury, and general man
of all work for the Cabinel. He is a brill-
iant debater and a young politician of
much premise.

AMany for the Other Posltlons.

Baron Hersehell will be the new Lord
Chancellow, unless he voluntarily makes
way for the Lord Chief Justice; Baron
Coleridge. It is stated with some measure
of authority that he will take this course,
in order to enable Sir Charles Ruassell to
become Lond Chief Justice. It is rare,
however, that an ex-Lord Chancellor is
passed over, one reason in favor of his re-
appointment being that & life pension is at-
tached to the office. In Herschell’s crae, as
bhe only served on the woolsack for four
months, he earned his pension ‘very easily,
and as the new Ministry may be short lived,
another lfe ﬁndnmr would soon be on the
nation’s books if any than he were ap-
pointed.

Earl Spenocer, twice Lord Lieutenans of
Ireland, will Lord President of the

Council, an office with a long title and good
salary, but very little to do. The Earl of
Aberdeen will ford Lieutenant of Ire-

land, and the other Cabinet Minister in the
Lords will be the Earl of Kimberly, an-
other peer who has done good service torthe
Libersl party without establishing a very
brilliant record for himself, ‘the other
ministers with seats in the Commons will
include Anthony J. Mundella, whose long
connection with Bheffield and its numerous
industries will thoroughly qualify hiin for
the office of President ot thel‘ioud of Trade,
Henry Fowler will have & Cabinet office,
probably as Becretary for Home Affairs,
and this practically completes the offices.
Nothing for Sir Churles Dilke,

In addition to the prominent members of
past Liberal Cabinsts, whom death or de-
fection has mnde unavailable for the new
Ministry, the records of the Divoree Court
keep one of the ablest English politicians
out of office. That is 8ir Charles Dilke,
whose name has not been mentioned by any
Cabinet forecasters, and who must be con-
tent with & back seatin the new Parlia-
ment., Sir Charles was fortunate enough in
being selected as & candidate in s constit-
vency in which Liberal nomination is tant-
amount to election, but the British publie
has not yet forgiven its old idol, and the
Pall Mall Gasetts keeps up 8 vindietive and
bitver attack on him. It is presumed the
co-respondent in the ocelebrated Crawford-
Dilke divoree case will sap the Govern-
ment vigorously, but he 1 have to do it
as & free lance.

Fortunately for Sir Charles, he ia guite
wealthy, and does mnot need a Cabinet offi-
cer’s salary, which is quite large. Most
Cabinet offices carry with them a salary of
§25,000 & year, and the First Lord of the
Treasury and the Chanecellor of the Ex-
chequer are also vided with residenees
in addition. The Chancellor recrives
$50,000 & year, and the sttorney generalship
is worth between $30,000 mdmm ac-
cording to the amount ot fees earned.

THE KENIGHTS' GREAT "PAGEANT.

Penasylvania Holds s Conspicnous Flace
in the Precession.

THE BUSINESS ON EAND THIS WEEK.

DExveEr, Aug. 9 —Promptly st 1045
this morning the great parade which coneti-
tuted the escort of the Grand Euncamp-
ment to its asylum moeved from Fourteenth
snd Market streets om ita loag march
through the prineipal sireets of the city.
From early morning preparstions bave
been going on for the big event, and the
streets have been crowded with people seek-
ing positions on the numerons stands along
the line of march.

Fully 20,000 additional Knights arrived
in the city yesterday, and nearly half that
pumber this morning. It is concluded that
pot fewer than 25,000 people participated in
the parade. The handling of these Knighta
was accomplished with considerable dexter-
ity. They were divided into 14 diviaions,
to each of which was assigned side streets
for forming npen. The arrangemenis were
o perfect that every division moved into
line in excellent order.

All along the line the people crowded so
as to form an unbroken line three miles in
length, and there could not have been less
than 200,000 people viewing the magnifi-
cent pageant.

TWhare the Pageant Wag Viewed.

The Grand Encampment officers wers
driven from their headquarters at the Brown
Palace Hotel in earriages to the official re-
viewing stand on the corner of Logan and
Sixteenth avenues, accompsnied by their
escort, St Jobu's Commandery No. 4, of
Philadelphia, and the famous ‘“‘Cowboy
Band” of Pueblo, Col.

The review stand was reached about 10:30
o'cloek, as the cowboys in their picturesque
costumes came in view. The maltitude
awaiting the arrival of the Grand Encamp-
ment officers ai the review stand staried
enthusiastic cheering, which was continued
until Grand Master Gobin took his seat. It
was some time before the head of the parade
reached the reviewing stand, but the Cow-
boy Band entertained the large throng dur-
ing the wait.

THE BEE AND THE FLOWERS

it Is o Mistaken Idea That the Insects Oniy
Visit One Specien,
Yooth's Companion. |

One of the best possible illusirations of
the great, and sometime: unexpected,
value of eareful observation of small things
is furnished by -an English naturalist's
recent discovery that nearly all writers on
the habits of bees have blandered in assert-
ing that s honey bee, when on a foraging
trip, confines itself to one species of flow er.

It has been said that if & bee begins, for
instance, gathering pollen from a daisy it
will visit only daisies during that trip,
avoiding eclover blossoms, honeysuckles,
violets, and so on.

But Mr. G. W. Bulman aonounces that
he has watehed bees changing from one
kind of flower to another during a single
trip. One hes, In partioular, visited 27
flowars belonging to ten diflerent species.

If this is correct, the discovery has an im-
portant bearing upon the theory of influence
uf bo:: in producing cross fertilization of

an

teen of them are in the hands of recelvers,
an follows: Asheville and Spartanburg; At-
lanta and Charlotte Air Line; Columbia,
Knoxville and Western; Three C's; Charles-
ton, Bumter and Northern; Charlotte, Co-
lumbis and Avgusts; Cheraw and Chester;
Ohester and Lenoir; Columbia and Ienoir;
Columbia and Greenville; Laurens Rail-
road; Port Ro and Avgusta; Port Royal
and Westarn Carolina; South Carolina Rail-
way; Spartanburg Union and Columbia

These roads represent more than one-half
the total railroad mileage of the State,
1,4871¢ miles out of a total mileage of
2,55814 miles. Considerably more than balf
of the ronds are already in the hands of the
courts, simply becavse they cannot wmake
money, aven with as good or betler man-
agement than is rinn to successful private
business enterprises.

Mr. Groat Makes & Happy Hii at the Demo-
erats antd Thelr Rreord on Clalma—
Cleveland's Actlon Contrasted Wihth the

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—[ Specfal. ]—Mr.

ARISTOCRACY AND GOOD LOOKS.

The Gods of ths Heathen Are Ugly, bat
Neverthaleas Grout,

As a matter of fact, there is scareely any
connection between aristocracy, even damo-
eratic aristocracy, and a good profile, says
T. V. Higginson, in Harper's Baraar. The
more complete the system of caste, the more
absolutely it is dissevered from anything
relating to external appearance. The social
inferior looks up to the superior, as one of
Dickeus" “reverential wives” looks up to
her husband, with a reverence not impaired
by any homeliness of festures.

Rufus Choate said of Chief Justice Shaw,
of Massachusetts, who was one of the plain-
est of men: “T feel trward him as the South
Sea Islander feels toward his idol; he sees
that he is ugly, but he knows that be is
great."” The most striking case perhaps of
this complete reversal of judgment under
the influence of caste is to be found in those
two tribes described by the author of *“Two
Huppy Years in Ceylon,”” the Rock Vea-
dahs und the Rodiyss. The Rock Veddahs
are stunted, hideous and filthy; they livein
secluded caves and holes; they eat and
rluu'nd make their scanty clothing from
the bark of trees; but the Singhalese regard
them as ol the very highesi caste, and it
would be no disgrace for a woman of good
social position 1o marry a Rock Veddah,

On the other hand, the very greatest dis-
grace that conld be infli on such a
woman would be to marry her to a Rodi
although these last are a race distinguis
for beauty, at least in youth, and gentle and
innocent %y nature. The hodiyu cannot
enter a temple or a village; they are forbid-
den to till the wsoil or draw water
jrom a well; they ecannot build a
house or divide & burden inte two
bundles; their shadow must not fall on a
stream, lest it be polluted; no member of
another caste may touch them without dis-
gna; yet anyone may shoot them without

lame.  All this is supposed to be in conse-
quence of the act of an ancestor twa thou-
sand years ago. who inveigled a king into
human flesh. As s uence the
beautiful race is at the foot of the social
scale, the ugly and repulsive at the top.
